She received that Honour, not as the reſt 
of the Ladies did, but with an opinion, 
that when the Prince ſaluted her, ( as he 
did the reſt of the Ladies) ſhe had obſer- 
ved ſomething in his Eyes, and felt ſome- 
thing from his Lips, which ſhe fancied 
he had not expreſs'd to others; and from 
that time ſheentertain'd ſuch Thoughts in 
her Mind, as were very ſuitable to her 
Ambition.

After that they retired, the Prince giving 
6 him a full account of his Proceeding with 
Cornelsa. 
About this time the French Embaſlla- 
dour in the Ifles, who had been inſtru- 
mental in the breaking of the foremen- 
I tioned League, did give frequent Viſits 
Eto Francelia, and ſodid his Wife, which 
Vilits Francelia return'd again. Artabaces, 
$ who was privy to the French Cabal, and 
who all along kept up that, and Frarnce- 
lia's Intereſt together, in whoſe Houſe the 
Prince had had divers private Meetings 


a4 with Francelia, having been informed all 


along of her Progreſs on the Prince's 
if Mind, and ſhe having told him that all 
f things were now ripe, and that ſhe was 
going to put the laſt hand to the work. 
8 He made a very magnihcent Entertain- 
$ ment at a new-built Houſe of his, where 
| were invited the Prince, Francelia, the 
French Embaſladour and his Lady, with 
| divers other Perſons of Quality of the 
ml © 7ermch Party. The Prince, whom Yulla- 
riw had the next Morning —

. ſhe wanted not Reſpect. and over Love, , 
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ſee the Delinquent Lover, had the $a- 
tisfaction to hear him own his Crime 
which ingenious Confeſſion © obli;;'d the 
Prince to inflict no other Puniffiment 
upon him, but a Baniſhment, with 
Thr-atning-, that if ever he attempted a- 
ny thing of that nature again, he ſhould 
find a more rigorous nſ:ge. After that 
the Pri-ce prepar'd to go to the Enter. 
tainment, with a Reſolution fully to diſ. 
clofe his Mind to Francelia, and to bring 
things to a Concluſion. 

Things being ſo far brought to m+turi- 
ty betwixt the two Lovers, though not 
with the knowledg of one anothers In- 
tentions, a true underſtanding, and a 
good ſucceſs, cou'd not chuſe but follow; 
wherefore the Prince applying himſelf, 
cloſely, after Dinner, to the Courtſhip 
of his Miſtreſs, and willing to clear that}, 
point on which ſhe had ſo long inſiſted, | 
he fell upon that Theme himſelf, and 
told her, That he was reſolved to do 
any thing that ſhe ſhould require of him, | 
provided that ſhe would after all be fa- F 
vourable to him. She made anſwer, that c

ove, further thoughts in it, but to let her 
ould pave her humour, in a frollick, fo long 
' norÞ® it work'd his ends with her. There 
Cha. {4s four or five perſons pitch'd upon to 
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be preſent at the Agreement of the two 
Lovers, who retired in a private Room, 
where one In the habit of a Prieſt mum- 
bled over the Matrimony, and ſo both 
Parties were agreed. ThePrinceexprefſ- 
ſing a World of [mpatience to-come to 
an Enjoyment after all this Condeſcenti- 
on : thoſe that were privy to the buſineſs 
causd a Bridal Bed to be fitted, wherein 
the preſence of two Perfons the Prince 
Bedded and enjoy d his French Miſtreſs; 
and he being of a humour, as not to care 
much to toil or take pains to obtain hi 
Pleaſures, as he had frequently declar d 
ard that he lov*d to find ſome work rea4 
dy done to his hands, and moreover ha 
ving been that day very well plyed wit 
Healths, to make him the leſs capable 0 
diſcernment, he never troubled himſel 
nor found fault afterwards, for not find 
ing all things the firſt Night he enjoy' 
his Miſtreſs, according to that height « 
Vertue and Innocence that ſhe always ha 
profelſed. 

Thus had Fraxcelia the Satisfaction tt 
be aſſur'd, that after ſuch a Tryal ſh 
had put the Prince upon, he could no 
refuſe her any thing that ſhe ſhould r: 
cuire of him ; all her Policy therefor 
which ſhe us'd afterwards, was to ket 
th2 Prince from falling into Relapſe

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twoft with Cornelza, and to entertain and keep 
20M, up his Aﬀections towards her felt, at the 
wn-F fame pitch to which ſhe had brought him, 
bothſ in which ſhe made uſe of all her ſubtile 
preff Policy and Wit, with the ſuper-addition 
e tof of her other Charms, by which ſhe eaſily 
entl-f obtain d all that ſhe would from him, 
nels to the advantage of the French, beyond 
TC If all that the French Ambaſladours, and the 
rincey French Court-Penſioners could do 3 inſo- 
much, that when at ſometimes the Mint- 
# ſters of other Princes, did repreſent with 
ſo much reaſon,and on ſuch ſure grounds, 
that it was againſt the Prince's and the 
! Nation's Intereſt, to yield ſuch and ſuch 
r hay things to the}French, which would ſo con- 
wit yince the Prince, that he was ready to 
le of recal his Word from the French Mini- 
nſellff ſters, which he had aſſui'd thoſe other 
find} State-Miniſters that he wonld do ; Fran- 
joy celia would work more with him in one 
Nizht, than they could do with all their 
Juſt Reaſonings; and would ſo turn the 
Scales again beiore Morning; that thoſe 
Miniſters well ſaw they ſhouid never be 
able to bring the Prince to any reaſonable 
Terms, fo long as he lay in the Arms of 
that French Dalila. | 
Francelia having thus brought her De. 
ſigns to paſs, as to the firm Eſtabliſhing 
of her Intereſt in the Prince*s Boſom, ſh 
F 2 had 
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had no more to do but deſtroy Cornelia's, 

that ſhe might riſe on her debaſement ; 
but becauſe thoſe Titles and Honours 
which had been conferr*d on Cornelia, 
were not to be taken off, ſhe ſoon did 
work with the Prince to make her as 
Great in all reſpefts ; ſhe was not long 
without great Titles, and without ſome 
other Teſtimonies of the Prince's Fa- 
yours. The Prince did not only fill her 
Coffers, but her Belly alſo, ſo that at | 
Jaſt the Princeſs taking notice of it, ſhe 
plainly -told Francelia what her thoughts 
were of her. Francelia being conſcious of | 
her guilt, and that to go about to deny a |þ 
thing which ſhe would have to come to | 
light, would but aggravate things with 
the Princeſs, and 'make them appear the | 
worſe ; in time ſhe little by little drew Þ 
her felf from her preſence,and acquaint- | 
ed the Prince with what the Princeſs | 
had laid to her Charge. There preſent- 
ly followed Conſultations betwixt the | 
Prince, his Miſtreſs, and all the French | 
Miniſters and Partrſans, how the thing | 
ſhould be carried ; the Prince was for pri- | 
vacy, and Francelia forbidding open de- | 
fiance to all ; but the Prince upon ma-f| 
ture advice, carricd it his way, and ſhef 
was at laſt deliver d of a Son in Artabaſw's Þ 
Lodgings, the whole buſineſs being -= 
ric 
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ried with all the privacy - imaginable, 
there being a Man-Midwife in readinefſ; 
to that purpoſe, who took care ac- 
cording to the Inſtructions he had re- 
cciv?d, to convey the Child away, who 
was for ſome conſiderable time kept in 
the Country, at a Farmers Houle, where 
it was Baptiz'd by an appointed Chaplain, 
and had tor Godfathers and God mothers 
ſuch as the Country would afford. Bur 
Francelia being wearicd at laſt in remain- 
ing obſcure, did ſo work with tae Prince,, 
that notwithſtanding Cornelia's laſt Et- 
fords towards the Princeſs, to er.deavour 
the ſuppreſſing of the growing Gran- 
dure of Franceiia, ſhe was not long after 
Intituled to great Dignlties, and her Son 
alſo ſome time after. 

Now did Francelia look upon her ſelf 
as come to the height ſhe had all-along 
aim'd at, and ſhe did not a little glory 
alſn, though in private, and among(l 
thole that were of the Cabal, of her be- 
ing the Prince's Wife; and when it ever 
reach'd the Prince's Ears, though he 
would ſometimes be a little diſpleas'd ar 
Kt, yet when he conſidered that all thar 
Pageantry was perform®d, but to obtain 
his Ends of his Miſtreſs with the more 
eaſe and quicker diſpatch, would laugh 
at it, and ſay,Twas fitting ſhe ſhould have 
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ber Humour a little, 2s well as he had bs, 
He caus d a Magnificent Appartment to 
be made ready, and very richly furniſh- 
cd for her at Court ; he own'd her pub- 
Jickly for his Miſtreſs, and the young 
Child for hiz Son: And*by the Aſlidu- 
ous Viſits, and the whole days and 
nights he ſpent with her, he gave all 
the World fufficiently to underſtand 
that ſhe had made her ſelf Miſtreſs of his 
Mind; and that ſhe had got ſuch an A- 


. icendart over him, that all the Policy 


in the World was never able to remove. 
Now ſhe had ſo well perforn'd the firſt 


part of her Cemmiſlion, that there was | 


no fear left in the French Miniſters, but 
that ſhe would ſucceed in the reſt, to the 
heizht of their Expeftations. Where- 
fore now things were put forwards in 
France, for her to bring to perfeftion 
here. The Great Senate was grown too 
troubleſome, and was too prying into the 
French Afﬀairs; they amongſt the reſt, 
wou'd have the Prince to recal all his 
SubjcCcts out of the French Service, both 
by Sea and Land ; and while they were 
buſy about ſuch neceſſary things, for the 
good of the Nation, there came a very 


great Embaſly from Tyramnides, and in | 
order that they ſhould be receiv*d accord- | 


ing to their Merits, and the Grandure of 


the | 
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the King they came from. Francelia 
perſwaded the Prince to Adjourn the 
Great Senate for their better Reception. 
This Embally coniiſted of divers Per- 
ſons ; the chiefeſt of which were a Duke, 
an Arch-Biſhop, and Brillano;, and thelz 
were follow?d with about 409 Perſons of 
all ſorts and degrees. But the Grand 
Senat beingzgrown ſo obſtinate, as to 
oppoſe all the particulars about which 
they were come ; Francelia was ſet t9 
work, and perſorm?d her buſineſs ſo ef- 


| feftvally, that 7 yrannides had fall Leifure 


and Liberty to complzat his Conquelts 
againſt his Enemies : She obtain'd thar 
the Prince's Subjzs ſhould not b: recall'd 
from the French Service 3 ſhe dul- 
ſwaded the Prince from concluding a 
League Offenſive and Defenſive with 34+ 
tavia, And to theſe purpoſes, becauſe 
the Grand Senate had declard they 
would procced on no Buſineſs whatfo- 
ever, till thoſe, and other things of that 
nature were firſt done, ſhe got the Prince 
to Adjourn them from time to time : A- 
mongſt which Adjournments and Pro- 
ropgations, there was one, when the 
greateſt urgency of Afﬀairs, and the Dan- 
pers which highly threatned that Nation, | 
requir*d moſt their Aſſembling, in order 
to bring to condign Puniſhment,. all 
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ſuch as had been Inſtrumental in carry- 
ing on a dangerous Plot againſt theſe [ſles, 
Then was it that Francelia employ?d all 
hcr Policy, Charms and Wit, to bring 
the Prince to fo extraordinary an ACti- 
on, to the great prejudice of the Iſles, 
and which it was impoſſible he ſhould 
ever have been brought to, while he was 
himſelf: Wherefore means were found 
oat,ſo much to alienate his Mind from his 
cyn Intereſt, that he ſhould be brought 
to aft abſolutely contrary to hx own De- 
1!gr. Amongſt divers was propos d, but 
tew thouzht proper, Francelia would re- 
ceive none but ſhe her ſelf had delignd; 
the only wantcd two more of her Sex to 
ailuit her In it, which having got, and 
full Inſtructions how to manoge the 
Prince to the advantage of the Plot, ſhe 
fell to work. The Prince had divers Þ 
times mention'd, that he had a great de- | 
fire to be throughly merry with her, to 
dillipate ſome Shagrins which the late þ 
dilturbarces had rais'd in his Mind. | 
© You ſhall not want that any longer, Sir, þ 
© Francelia told him, and if you pleale | 
© but to name the day, 11] undertake for 
©the reſt, and ſhall] endeavour all I can 
© poſſible to give you ſome agreeable Di- 
© verſion. ThePrince, whodid not care 
bow ſoon he were (reed from ſome time 
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of thoſe Agtations which the ſearchirg 
too deep Into the Plot wrought in his 
Mind, told her, © The ſooner the bet- 
er, and that he did not care if it was 
©that very Evening; nay, . I delign to 
make a Night on'c, continued be, and 
©to caſt off all Cares, Tronble and 
Thoughts, except of Mirth, during 
*that time. Francelza preſently agreed 
to-it, and prepar?d a magnihcent Banguer, 
with divers ſorts of Muſick, and varicty 
of pleaſant Liquors. Thoſe Perſons alſo 
which compos'd the Company, had 
ſcrew'd their Mirth and Wits to the 
higheſt pitch, that nothing ſhould be 
wanting that could preduce Delights, and 
baniſh thence: all Cares and Thoughts ;, 
ina word, that Night was to be wholly 
: dedicated to Baccws and to Venus: Ard 
in effet, it provd a Debauch of the 
| higheſt nature, the whole night being 
ſpent with Drinking and Toying ;.1ſo that 
the Prince was never more enrowl'd un- 
der Pacchw?s Banner than he waz that 
night; and in the morning, when the 
Company began to be ſo tir'd as to part, 
Francelia to (1\] up the meaſure, and come 
to the Point and Concluſion, towards 
which, all the Extravagancies which 
were committed that night were ſo ma- 
ny ſteps,. ſhe with the rwo other great: 
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Ladies x2d the Prince retir'd into another 


more private Place, where to make a 
full Conqueſt of him, before he ſhould 
cool ſo much as to admit of any ſecond 
Thovght or Reflefttons, Francelia pro- 
Pos'd to the two other Ladies who were 
complaining of Heat, to ſtrip; and to in- 
duce them to K, ſhe began her feclf to 0- 
pen her Boſom, to take in a little Air, 
T hat Allurement made the Prince to de- 
ſire a further view of thoſe Charms 
which rais*d his Debres, and becauſe that 
Francelia inſiſted upon having the two 
other Ladies do the ſame; the Prince 
not only us'd many Intreaties to obtain 
that Favour from them, but aſliſted 
them alſo to undreſs; fo that at laſt, 
following Francelia's Example, they 
pull'd off ſo long that they left nothing 
on, to cover them, but what Nature 
had furniſh d them withal. Thus did 
thoſe three naked Ladies ſtand before the 
Prince, not unlike the three Goddelles, 
Tano, Pallas and Venw, before Par. T he 
Prince ravHh'd with ſuch a Spectacle, 
did examine every part with his Eyes, 
with all the Curioſity imaginable; and 
becauſe the Ladies would dreſs ag:iin, he 
bethought himſelf of propoſinz ſome 
Diverſhon in their undreſs; amongſt dr 
vers that were mention d, the ſport of 
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Queſtions and Commands was' pitch'd' 


upon. They employ'd ſome time at it, 
and frequently. when ir came to the La- 
dies turns to Command, they would im- 
poſe upon the Prince, the drinking a 
Glaſs of Wine to each of their Healths, 
to bear up his Spirits : And the good 
Prince thought he could do no lels, in re- 
quital-of thoſe Favours he obtain'd from 
them, and to keep up the Frolick allo, 
on his ſide. Art lalt Francel:a finding that 
all things were as ſhe would have them, 
to give the word that ſhould cauſe a ge- 
neral Amazement through the whole 
Nation, it being her turn to Rule ; She 
ask'd the Prince whether he would have 
two Commands and one Queſtion, or 
two Queſtions and one Command ? the 
Prince deſlired one Command and two 
Qu:ſtions. She ask'd him firſt, Whe- 
ther he wou'd not be glad to be fo Abſo- 
late, as hence-forth to Govern without 
the Grand Senate, and have no further 
occaſion for them ? Next ſhe azk'd, Who 
he thought the happieſt Monarch in the 
World ? The Prince hiving anſ{wer'd 
to thoſe two Queſtions as he thought hr, 
ſhe Commanded him to Dillolve the 
Grand Senat. Her Command was rea- 
dily obey*d, and the very next Morning 
Put in Execution 3 in part by a Proro- 
gation,, 
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gation, which ay firſt ſtep to its 
Diilclution, notwithſtarding all thar the 
fober Party could alledge to the con- 
trary, and to the, wonder of all the 
World. 

Thus what all the Arts of the moſt re- 
find Politicks and Rhetorick could ne- 
ver have been able to bring about in a 
long Succeſſion of Time, was done with 
eale and Diligence by a Woman's 
Tongue and Tail; for which ſhe had 
the Applauſe of all that Party, but a- 
bove all, of her Lord and Soveraign Ty- 
rannides. - This Maſter-piece made her 
fit, in the Opinion of all the Caballiſts, 
to. be, not only admitted into the moſt 
ſecret Conſultations after that, but alſo 
to have her Voice in all the Afﬀoirs that 
were negotiated -at home and abroad. 
That was the reaſon, that after the 
Murther of Sir Edmundus, to which ſhe 
was made privy, as to all other Deligns ; 
ſhe had the Curioſity, with another La- 
dy of grcat Quality, to go to ſee his Bo- 
dy, as it lay in a Palace, on which ha- 
ving {mil'd, ſhe ſaid, That many ſhould 
tollow him, rather than that Work 1o 
well begun for the good of the French, 
ſhou'd fail ſhort of their Hopes and Ex- 
pectations. Yet, how great ſoever her 
E.x- ectetions. were that way, they were 

not 
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not without ſome mixture of Fears and 
Apprehenſions ; ſhe was frequently heard 
to ſay, That it was good to make Hay 
whzle the Sun ſbin'd, and to provide a Cloak 
againſt a Storm, She, like an expert Poli- 
tician, would provide againſt an adverſe | 
Fortune in the higheſt of Proſperity, as _ 4 
being indeed the moſt fit and proper - 
time ſo to do; that made her to drain 
the Prince's Purſe, as well as his Body, 
getting from him, when any Money 
was [tirring, vaſt Sums to lay up as well 
as to defray her exhorbitant Expences at 
Gaming. That made Helhana one day 
to ſay, pleaſantly to the Prince, who 
ſeem*d unwilling to beſtow 20 pleces of 
Gold for a Pollony Dog which ſhe fancy'd 
much, That the Prince had given more 
thouſands of pounds for a French Bitch 
than he would give of pieces of Gold for 
a much prettier Creature. Franceliawas 
a very great lover of Cards, would play 
ſuitable to her Quality, and fit up whole 
nights at it, in{ſomuch, that what with 
fretting at the loſs of a very conſiderable 
Sum, and with ſuting up for feveral 
nights, in hopes to regain ſome back; | 
(but her Countrey-Men being too cun- þ 
ning for her that way, made her loſe 
more and more) ſhe ſo heated her Body, 
that ſhe bad upon it a dengerovs kt of 

Sickneſs, I 
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Sickneſs, which gave the good Prince 4 
great deal of trouble, and coſt him ma- 
ny Tears and Gold to repair her loſs. 

It was well known, how trequently 
ſhe had private Conferences with Brilla- 
no, and a Secretary of State, concerning 
that ſcurvy Diſcovery of the Plot,and how 
ſhe influenc'd the Prince to flight all the 
Evidences that appear d to prove the 
fame; and now it was thought fit to 
profter to her Service an Hibernian Wo- 
man, who had been formerly employ'd 
about the meaneſt Offices at Court, and 
by her bold Confidence had rais'd her 
felf to ſome higher Employ. She had 
been Examin*d and Try'd, and had been 
found a fit Inſtrument for Francelia's 
purpoſes, ſo ſhe became from a Vile In- 
conſiderable Wretch a very great States- 
woman, and a great part of the Secrets 
were imparted to her, and ſhe ſo well 
ated her part, that Francelia recom- 
mended her to the Prince's Favour. lt 
was by her means. afterwards that all 
ſorts of Pamphlets and Verſcs were de- 
liver'd to Francelia, who would ſhew 
them unto the Prince, who employ'd 
Perſons after that to find out the Au- 
thors of them. 

Of ſeveral Amorous Intrigues which 


Francelia had at divers times, the Prince 
did 
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did never ſuſpeCt her but twice, and the 
firſt time too was but for a very ſmall 
time, and very ſuperficially. One Vrbiru- 
pa, for Diverſion, did caſt his Eyes on 
Francelia, and his Amorous Looks were 
repay*d with fuch Glances from her, as 
made him ſee, that his Perſon would be 
as acceptable, as had always been his Wit 
and Converſation ; his own Inclinations 
ſpurr'd him on, and he found he had 
nor many ſteps to make that way, be- 
cauſe of her Advances towards him ; they 
preſently underſtood one another, and 
it was not long e're he receiv'd from her 
ſuch Aſfurances of her Good-will, that he 
waited but for time and opportunity to 
improve his Fortune. Neither was ſhe 
on her part backward in the leaſt, to let 
him know how much ſhe coveted ſome 
greater Indearment with him ; ard ſhe ſo 
preſt him, that knowing himſelf to be in 
no condition to give her all the fattsfacti- 
on that ſhe required, without doing her þjj 
ſome prejudice, he ſtill went back, as Þ 
ſhe preſt forward, which made her but jj 
the more eagerly to purſue the Game, | 
in the Opinion that my Lord Urbirupa | 
had ſome new Amour 1in hand, into | 
which, according as ſhe might be inclin'd, 
he would diſcover his Intrigues with 
her. One day that Vrbirapa was come to 
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pay thoſe Reſpects to her, which of late 
he had frequently done; ſhe told him, 
that of all things in the World ſhe won- 
der'd moſt, that Men ſhould make it 
their buſineſs to inſinuate into Womens 
AﬀeCtions, on the bare account of ſo do- 
ing, and without drawing any further 
advantage, than to boaſt of it after. He 
being ſurpriz'd-at this free Declaration, 
could no longer forbear, notwithſtand- 
ing the condition he was in, which had 
made him to defer from time to time, 
giving her that Satisfaction which ſhe ex- 
pected, and that he was as eager to be- 
ſtow upon her, but for the above- mentio- 
ned Circumſtance he found himſelf in ; 
that ſetting aſide all thoſe Conſiderations, 
which had detain*d him ſo long: from the 
Enjoyment of that which he ſo earneſtly 
deſired, and of the prejudice that the 
Prince might receive from it at the 
third hand ; he only to'd her, that ſhe 
might be miſtaken in him, and that 
what ſhe took for meer Gallantry and 
Cuſtom, was an effect of her ſingular 
Perfeftions, and of his Senſe and Judg- 
ment, only mixt perhaps with too much 
of profound ReſpeCt for the Miſtreſs of 
his Prince ;z. but that now he had laid 
aſide all other coniderations, to give 
bimſelf wholly up to. Love, and to her 
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Service; in ſhort they made uſe of the 
preſent opportunity, being alone, and 


without hkelithood of being diſturb'd, 


and for the preſent they both were very 
well fatisfied with one another, and con- 


tinued in a ſecret Correſpondency du- 


ring ſome time. 

At length Francelia found her ſelf Il, 
and perceiving that ſhe was worſe and 
worſe, and that Urbirupa grew remiſs in 
his Viſits to her, ſhe ſent to him to defire 
him to ſee her : He miſtruſting what it 
was about, deferred anſwering her ex- 
pectations, ſtill putting off his appearing 
with ſome pretence or other, till at laſt 
they having preſs'd him beyond excuſe, 
he cold no longer put off waiting on her, 
he went immediately to Francelia's A- 
partment, and found her all in Tears, 
who being left alone with him, told him, 
That he was certainly the moſt perfidi- 
ous Man alive, and that he had intirely 
ruin'd her ; with that ſhe declar'd in what 
a- Condition ſhe was, that ſhe wasthe molt 
mxerable Wretch in the whole World, 
and that ſhe did not know how to be- 
have her ſelf to the Prince. Urbirupa [ee- 
Ing her in ſuch a Paſſion, after a little 
pauſe, told her, That he was ſorry any 
{ſuch thing had happen'd, that it was un- 


known to him, he was himſelf in ſuch a 
Con- 
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Condition ; and upon redoubling of her 
Lamentations, he bid her to be of good 
Comfort, and not afflict her ſelf ſo much, 
aſluring that he would take care all things 
ſhould be well, and the Prince have not 
ſo much as the leaſt ſuſpicion of it, only 
he bid her to ſtave off the Prince but two 
or three days longer from her. Embraces, 
and by that time all things ſhould be ſo 
ordered, that no prejudic: ſhould p5ſli- 
bly come to her. In fine, Urbirupa, who 
abounded in Wit and good Langnage, 
did ſo well make uſe of them both to 
Francelia, that in ſhort, ſhe wholly relied 
on his addreſs and good management, 
and ſo let him go about that work. 

Urbirupa being then highly in favour 
with the Prince, and one of thoſe with 
whom he did uſe to divert himſelf pri- 
vately ; he went immediately and found 
out the Prince, and preſently put him 
on a Diſcourſe of Women. They are, Sir, 
ſaid he, but as we make them, and we have 
the happineſs not to ingage with any but ſuch, 
whoſe Modeſty, (trait-lac'd Virtue, or Gran- 
dure,are no Impediments to our Pleaſures : we 
are for Freedom, for all forts of Liberties,in 
which we feaſt all our Senſes at once, That, 
1 muſt confeſs, is very . le, repli'd the 
Prince, and I am much of your mind, that 
Greatneſs does but obſtrut our Pleaſures. Ab! 


Sir, 
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Sir, ſaid Urbirupa, did you but know, did 
you but ſee our ways, you would certainly be 
very well pleas'd with rhem, and you would 
not be long without making ſome Tryal that 
way. 1 have a mind to have a frolick that 
way, to ſee the humour of it, reply*d the 
Prince ; when do you think, we might do any 
thing of that Nature ? When you pleaſe,Sir, 
reply*d. the other, / know a place where 
there are three or four of the Prettieſt,Witti- 
eſt, Ingenious, merry Creatures in the World 
they are incomparable Company, Sir, contl- 
nued he, and ſuch as wonld infinitely pleaſe 
our Humour, Name but your time,Sir,ad- 
ded he, and I ſhall give order that the Coat 
may be clear for your admittance, and thoſe 
only you ſhall appoint to wait on you there, 
Faith, reply'd the Prince, I care not and if 
it be this Night, get you two or three more 
of our Company to meet there, and [| be rea- 
to go along nith you. Urbirupa having 
allu1?d him he would not fail to do all 
things according to his deſire ; he went 
his ways to give the neceſſary Orders,and 
return d again to the Prince, to let him 
know all things were in a readineſs to 
entertain him, and that the reſt of the 
Company was there already, though 
none of them knew the Prince ſhould be 
there. 
The Prince having diſguigd himſelf a 
little, 
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little, went with Urbirupa to the Render. 
vous, not a little tickl'd in his Fancy, 
with the ſurprizal the Company wou!d 
be in at his coming, as alſo at the ſingu- 
lar paſtime that he expected to find there. 
It is certain that the whole Company did 
all they could to divert the Prince, but 
above all Urbirupa with his gay Humour 
and Ingenious Wit, inſomuch- that the 
Prince heartily thank*'d him, and pro- 
teſted he never was fo merry in his life, 
and he did taſte of all the Variety that 
was offer*d, with a great deal of Satis- 
fattion, and without the leaſt Scruple. 
At laſt the Company broke up, becauſe 
the Prince grew Sleepy, and the Prince 
went home well ſatisfied with that night's 
Adventure. 

Urbirupa having thus far play'd his 
part, with all the Succeſs he conld wiſh, 
and without the leaſt diſtruſt to the 
Prince, the next day he went to acquaint 
Francelia with it, and gave her ſome dt- 
rections to govern her ſelf towards the 
Prince the next time he ſhonld come 
near her; and that in caſe he ſhould 
not come of himſelf the next day, ſhe 
ſhould not fail, to invite him the day 
after to ſome Entertainment, that his too 
long abſence might not break their mea- 
lures. Francelia had no need to uſe any 
Invi- 
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Invitation, for the Prince came to her 
the next day in the Evening, with whom 
he ſtay?d the beſt part of the night, in- 
fomuch that now they had a very eaſy 
Game to play of it. Some five or fix 
days after Francelia, according to her 
Kew, ſo ſoon as ſhe ſaw the Prince, did 
make a ſad and lamentable Complaint 
to him of the Condition ſhe was in, con- 
doling -her misfortune, and the miſera- 
bleneſs of her Condition. The Prince 
who expected not ſuch a Reception, and 
that was wholly ignorant of the bulineſs, 
He ask'd 
her what was the matter with her ? What 
mean you, Madam, continued he, and who 
do you take me for ? I mean, Sir, ſaid ſhe in 
a great Paſlion.that you have ruin®d me, you 
have undone me, I am loſt, I am undone for 
ever, The Prince more and more amaz'd 
at her Tranſports, looking on her with 
ſome concern : Explain your ſelf, Madam, 


"| continu'd he, and put me out of ſuſpence. 


What need I tell you, Sir, that which you 
know ſo well, and feel already. Still a Riddle 
to me, and 1 ſhall continue in aCloud, except 
you will _— your ſelf ſo as that I may 
underſtand you. At laſt with much to do, 
and not without violent Reproaches, ſhe 
let the Prince underſtand that be had 
made her very ill: The Prince ſtartled 
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at the firſt news of it, went about to 
excuſe himſelf, and to plead his Inno- 
cence, but that ſery'd but to exaſperate 
her the more, inſomuch thar ſhe fell in- 
to ſuch Paſſions, or at leaſt did ſo ex. 


cellently well counterfeit them, that it. | 


put the good Prince on ſerious RefleCti- 
ons. He began to think of his laſt frol- 
licking night, and of what he had then 
done, and concluded in himſelf, againſ 
himſelf, taking all the blame to himſelf, 
and freely confeſſing his Guilt to the in- 
raged Miſtreſs, moſt humbly and hearti- 
ly begging her Pardon, with a thouſand 
Proteſtations that he knew nothing of it, 
or he had not been ſo baſe as to have 
come near her, and that at that very in- 
ſtant he was as free from any ſuch di- 
ſtemper, as ever he was in all his Life. 
He further aflur'd her, that he had no 11! 
Opinion of her in theleaſt ; that he took 
all upon himſelf, and that he would 
highly make her amends for the wrong 
he had done her : With that he ſet him- 
ſelf to cateſs her, which brought her a 
little out of her dumps; and ſome few 
days after, the Prince finding himſelf ill, 
he went again to her, to confeſs and ac- 
knowledg his Fault, and to perfect the 
Reconciliation z aſligning her,. belides 4 
very conſiderable Sum of Mony = 

whic 
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which he bought his Peace , which 
ſerv'd to go to the Bath ſultable to 
her Rank and Grandure, where ſhe reſol- 
v'd to ſtay, and did ſtay till the Prince 
begg'd of her to return to him, which 
ſhe did at her leiſure, and when {he 
thought fit She remain*'d for ſome 
time after her return under the Phyſi- 
cians Hands ; and though the Prince was 
perfectly then recover'd of his l1lineſs, 
ſhe would not let him Embrace her of a 
long time after, bur ſtill perſiſted in the 
Opinion, at leaſt ſeemingly, that the 
Prince cou!d not be well fo long as ſhe 
remain'd Ill, ſeeing that he had been the 
firſt attack'd by that Diitemper under 
which ſhe ſtill lay languiſhing., This 
oblig'd the Prince to inquire a little 
more narrowly into the matter, and 
at laſt he was informd by one of 
his own Phyſicians, who he had ſent to 
take care of her in ConjunCtion with 0- 
thers, that her Diſtemper proceeded 
from another Cauſe, than he imagin'd, 
and that it render?d her incapable of 
Careſling him as ſhe us d to do, but that 
in a ſhort time ſhe would recover. 
though peradventure with a diſability o, 
bearing any more Children. The Prince 
defir d the DoRor to continue his Cares 
towards her; and ſo was forc'd to reſt 

{atisfy'd 
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ſatisfy'd for ſometime loner : In ſhort; 
the Prince was never at eaſe till ſhe was 
recover'd ; nor then neither, to ſpeak the 
truth ; for never was there any Money 
ſtirring, either in the Privy-Purſe, in 
the Exchequer, - or from beyond-Seas, 
but ſhe would have her ſhare of it, no 
matter how the Prince reſented it, or 
how he was cenſur*d by the Nation : It 
was to advance the French Intereſt that 
ſhe had acted all along ; and why ſhould 
ſhe not ſhare in the Gold that came from 
thence as well as ſuch which ſhe knew 
very well had not perform'd ſo much, 
nor merited more than ſhe had done ; and 
to make all things ſure,' no ſooner had 
ſhe got a conſiderable Sum together, but 
it was ſent into France in good Gold, till 
it was pretty well drain'd; and after- 
wards In Silver, under pretence of Pew- 
ter and other things made up in Casks : 
It was with thoſe immenſe Sums that 
ſhe has built a moſt Magnificent Palace, 
and that ſhe at preſent keeps as great a 
Rank at the French Court, as any one 
that is of the Blood-Royal, though ſhe 
has loſt prodigiouſlly at play ſince her re- 
turn to France. 

Thus was the good Prince play'd up- 
on by his ungrateful French Miſtreſs, 
who not contented to play falſe with _ 
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d the Impudence afterwards to task him 
with Crimes, that ſhe her (elf was guil- 
ty of making him pay for her Laſcivi- 
ouſne(s, and make an Atonement for her 
Faults. 

The other time that the Prince accus'd 
Francelia of Fallhood , he had better 
ſucceſs than in this former Intrigue, 
through the Aſſiſtance of one of her Ser- 
vants, who was not at firſt come into 

e Prince?s Intereſts, as'ſhe did afterwards 
pon ſome diſtaſte, which is not worth the 

entioning, 

Tyrannides had ſent to the Court of 

e Iſles, a certain Clergy-man, with 
he Charafter of Publick Miniſter, to 
negotiate ſomething of great moment 
there with Francelia, and the French 
Penſioners at Court ; and being a Per- 
lon of a Noble Family, of an high Cha- 
racter, rarely Educated , of a very fine 
Yreſence, and a very good Meen, and a 
preat ſtock of Wit and” Complaiſance, 
yith a full Purſe; all theſe excellent 
Qualihcations did render him acceptable 
In all ingenious Companies, and moſt 
ighly coveted by the ſofter Sex, to 
which he was naturally very much in- 
in'd, and very well endow'd in all re- 
pects to do them Service : But above all, 
Inder pretence of private Comeren- 
Ces, 
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ces, he had acceſs almoſt at all times at 
Francelia's Lodgings, where he would 


ſometimes paſs whole Nights at play, and | 


though he would loſe ſometimes very conſi- 
derably, yet he would never be wanting to 
gratify the Servants, which acquired hi 
a more free Acceſs in moſt places where 
he reſorted : Aﬀter ſome time, when that 
he had diſpatch'd the beſt part of the Bu- 
{neſs hecame for, he did not for that de- 
creaſe the number of his Viſits, but only 
altered the Property of them, both as to 
Privacy and Buſineſs, which made him 
alſo to alter his Diſcourſes 3 for whereas 
formerly they were of Afﬀairs and politick 
Deſigns, which he would conclude with 
ſome ſlight amorous Complement 3 now 
his whole Theme was Love,and only ſome- 
times to blind thoſe that would intrude, 
he would ſuperficially touch on ſome 
State Aﬀair. His Perſon was not to be diſ- 
liked, as I have faid already, and with that 
he was very agretable Company 3 belides 
the Prince began to grow ancient, and 
not ſo full of Courtſhip conſequently, as 
formerly: All theſe things together, 
made Francelia to open her Eyes, her Ears, 
and at laſt, her very Heart to this Santi 
Pater's Charms, while he was admiring 
and praiſing hers, ſo that there was 
Charms for Charms,and both parties were 
very 
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yery well fatisfied in Converſation one 
with another, This Trade continued a pret- 
ty while before notice was taken, and all 
that could be made of it, when look'd in- 
to a little more narrowly, was, that they 
diverted themſelves at Cards, and. in dif- 
courſing of Paſſages at the French Court, 
Mean ' time, Love, who never is at a 
fiay, increafing, in theſe two Lovers Bo. 
ſoms, they began to find that their At- 
tendance was more troubleſome to them 
than it uſed to be, and that they might 
very well diſpence with them, and not 
be the leaſt incommoded. What the 
Santi Pater (aid, was ſeconded by Fran- 
celia, who from thence took new Mea- 
ſures; and whereas formerly the Pre- 
ſence-Chamber was rarely without ſome 
Servants in it, and the Anti-Chamber con- 
tinually full of Waiters, very frequent- 
ly ſhe would ſend forth thoſe that wait- 
ed in her Chamber, on trifling Buſine(- 
les, that ſhe might have the greater Free- 
dom for A&@ion. Amongſt thoſe that 
were ſo ſerved was one of her Women, 
who took it ſo at Heart, that fhe 1e- 


2: Ffolved within her ſelf to play them a 


Trick for it ſo ſoon as ſhe had an oppor- 
tunity, however ſhe gave no Signs in the 
leaſt of Diſcontent, on the contrary 


ſkem'd as well pleas'd as ever, havin 
G 2 foun 
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found means privately fo to poſt her felf, 
a5 to ſee and hear all that paſt betwixt 
the two paſſionate Lovers. 

Our two Politicians, as well in Love, 
as in State-Aﬀairs, did gradually afcend 
to the higheſt Nlep of their Imaginary 
Felicity, that they might daily reliſh 
new Joys, and taſte freſh Pleaſures 3 and 
though at firſt they run, not headlong, 
to a full fruition, they toy'd ſufficiently, 


and ſpoke a Thouſand paſlionate things3 | ; 


it one calld the other his Joy, he was 
calld again, her Life: Thus all the 
moſt endearing Expreſſions that Love 
could inſpire them with, were utter'd 
round ; and with ten thouſand Daliances 
repeated. All theſe things did the Wo- 
man-Spie behold, but not as ſufficient yet 
to give her that full fatisfation of that 
[weet Revenge which ſhe long'd for; 
wherefore, with a World of impatience 
ſhe waited for that the expected would 
follow of courſe. 

The Prince, of late, had divers times, 
when he came to vilit his unconſtant 
Miſtreſs, found the Door ſhut, and ſhe 
either retir'd into her Cloſet, or lay d 
down to reſt, as not being well. Theſe 
Excuſes and Pretences had at firſt pals'd 
current with him, but at laſt, he began 
to grow weary of them, and it raisd 
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ſome Suſpicions in him. Theſe difiruſis 
were ſometimes after blown up into a 
flame of Jealouſie by an unexpeRed ac- 
cident, The Prince having one day gone 
to Prancelia's Lodgings, as he us'd to 
do, was told, That the had had an ill 
night, that ſhe was newly laid down to 
endeavour to Sleep a little, and had gi- 
ven order, That no body ſhould aiſturb 
her: The Prince willing ſhe ſhould be 
obey'd, pals?d from her Chamber Door 
into that Room where the Spie was on 
the Watch, more by meer chance, . than 
with any delign ; and perceiving her fit- 


ting very attentive, he came up to her, 
in order to further inform himfelt concern- 
ing her Miſtrefſes Health 3 but firſt ask'd, 
What ſhe did there fo penhive alone ? The 
cunning Giptie, glad of the opportunity 
that preſented it felf, to begin the open- 
ing of the Myſtery of Iniquity 3 anſ{wer'd, 


7 That that place anſwering to Francelia's 
\ P:cads-head, ſhe was hearkening there, to 


know when ſhe might go in to her, with- 
out giving her the trouble to ring the 
Bell, which might cauſe her ſome di- 
ſturbance : but ſhe deliver'd this with. 
fuch a Stile,, and with {uch an Accent, 
as would ſufficiently give to underſtand to 
any mean Capacity, .that ſhe ſpoke Iro- 
nically. That gave the Prince the Curi- 
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Curioſity of leaning his Head . againſt 
the Wainſcote to hearken; and he had 
his Deſire; he did hear, not only one 
Voice, not only Francelia's, but another 
in Conſort with hers; but though he 
could make a ſhift to diſtinguiſh two dit- 
ferent Voices, yet they whiſpered ſo low, 
that it was impoſſible for him to under- 
ſtand what they faid, This, however, 
did highly diſturb him, inſomuch that 
he could not forbear, as in a Surpriſe, 
to ask, what was the meaning of this ?

Though 
I have fignwd all the Afts of their former 
Conferences, I ſhall not give my Conſent to 
this Privy-ene. Does he frequently do thu ? 
Yes, Sir, reply*d the Woman, but 1 humbly 
beg your Pardon for having not inform d you 
ſooner of it, not knowing, but that it was

reply*d the Prince, «ts ſo from «t, that I | 


will break their Meaſures, and ſpoyl their 
Intrigue , but I will firſt be ſure, before 
1 make any noiſe about it ; in which, I de- 
fire your Aſſiſtance. The Woman return'd 
him an Aſſurance, that ſhe would for 
his Service, do all that lay in her power. 
Can you not fo contrive, (aid the Prince, 
as that I may come upon them unawares, 
and ſurpriſe them when they are retir'd 
together ? I ſhall do my endeavour, Sir, 
an{wer'd ſhe, to give you that ſatisfattion, 
and I ſhall not fl, in order to it, to give 
you timely notice, the next time they are 
rogether, then your Highneſs may proceed 
in the Buſmeſs as you ſhall think, fit. The 
Prince intreated her to do ſo, and to 
take no further notice of it for the pre- 
ſent, no more than he would, that he 
might the more ſurely ſurpriſe them 
which ſhe having promis?d .to do, the 
Prince went his way, with more diſtur- 
bances in his Head, than he - had brought 
along with him, though he had had ſome 
Jealouſies before. 

The Woman mean time continued” 
her diligent Watch, as well as the two 
Lovers did their ſecret Converſations, 
that ſhe might find out an opportunity 
of gratifying the Prince according to his

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defices, She had no occaſion to wait long 


for it, the very next day offer'd her what 


ſhe deſired. Franceiia having feigned to 
be indiſpos'd, Sanfts Pater came to give 
her ſome Conſolation, as he us'd to do ; 
ſo ſoon as he was come, Francelia gave 
more expreſs Orders than ever, that no 
Body ſhould diſturb her not till Mor- 
ning, becauſe that ſhe had ſome extraor- 
dinary buſineſs that required great haſte 
to be diſpatch'd by Morning ; this the 
told to that very Woman that ſpy'd her 
Actions, having call'd for her into her 
Chamber, where, for a ſhew of buſineſs, 
divers Papers were laid open on the 
Table, and a Pen and Ink got ready : but 
on the contrary, all that did but confirm 
the Woman, that there was ſomething

She found that there 
was requir'd a greater Calm, than ſhe 
could yet be Miſireſs of in her Mind, to 
digeſt well this buſineſs, and to frame 
the leaſt appearance of excuſe or pre- 
tence 3 ſhe therefore abandon'd her elf 
to Tears, and in the exceſs of her Grief, 
the” at laſt fell into a Slumber, which 
contributed much to recolle& her Mind, 
and to: bring her again into ſome kind 
of frame; but the more the thought on 
fome excuſe, the more ſhe found it difh- 
eult to make one 3 and all ſhe could build 
upon, was in laying all the fault on the 
Sanifis Pater's Inſolencies, and makin 
him guilty of attempting to have pain'd 
by force, what fhe would not freely yield 
to him : Becauſe ſhe had no other ſhift, 
ſhe was glad. to make uſe of that, till ſhe 
had an opportunity to ſpeak to the Prince, 
fo as that he might with patience hear 
eut her whole Story : She ſufficiently 
School'd her Woman, and tax'd her 
with perhdiouſnels > ſhe on the other 
Hand, who wholly rely'd on the Prince's 
Promifes and Fayours, unwilling to have 
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a continual noiſe about her Ears, fairly ' 
pack'd up her Tools and march'd off. 
Francelia on the other hand failed not to 
ſend a private Meſſage to her diſappoin- 
ted Lover, to let him know what ſhe de- 
tign?d to do, and fay to the Prince, that 
he might provide againſt that Storm, 
which was unavoidably to fall upon 
him 3 ſhe alſo acquainted him with what 
the Prince had faid and done in his Ab- 
ſence, after he was got away z and how 
he had torn in pieces part of thoſe Pa- 
pers that were left upon the Table, and 
had carried the reft of them away with 
him. 

The Prince mean time on his part was 
not wanting, he had ſent a Meſſage to 
Santi Pater, to command him to leave 
his Dominions, and to immediately go 
for France, That had ſomewhat fſurpriz'd 
him, and though he could not but know 
he deferv'd a far more ſevere Treat- 
ment, and much more of Rigour ſhew'd 


him: ;, yet ſuch was his Love and At- 


tachment to that Woman, that he conld 
not conclude on obeying the Prince's 
Orders : Yet he was ſo cunning, as to 
feign, as it he would forthwith ſubmit 
to them, but that was to get time only, 
and to have Conference about the -buſi- 
neſs with Francelsa, how to manage things 
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under pretence of taking his Leave of 
her, in the preſence of other Perſons 
but underhand he conſulted divers Per- 
ſons, what ſhould be done in ſuch a Caſe, 
whether he was to obey the Prince, or 
not, ſo long as he was inveſted with the 
Character of a publick Minitter of State, 
Some were for his immediate returning 
to France, others more affeed to the 
French Intereſt, would have him to ſtay, 
to diſpute the buſineſs with the Prince, 
and to beard him in his own Palace, to 
the Honour of him, whoſe Pentioners 
they were, and to the diſcredit of that 
good Prince, whole Subjects they were 
on the outſide only, Upon this Santti Pa- 
ter did adventure to tarry here for ſome 
time, notwithſianding the Prince's ex- 
preſs Orders to the contrary 3 and here he 
remained in oppoſition to the Prince's 
Will and Pleaſure, for a conſiderable 
time, till he was told, that it was not ſafe 
for him to tarry here; that he was beſt 
to make haſte to be gone, leſt worſe 
ſhould befall him. That Advice did 
make him look about him, and cone 
clude upon leaving the Land and his 
dear Miſtreſs behind him, which in a 

little time after he did, 
During his ſtay here, after the Prince 
had made that Diſcovery, and for ſome 
t;me 
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time after, Fraxcelia endeavour'd to per- 
{wade the Prince of her Innocence, and 
that Santts Pater was only guilty : But he 
had heard and ſeen too much, to ler that 
paſs and he had obſerv'd, on the con- 
trary, that ſhe had expreſs'd much more 
of torwardneſs than he 3 whercfore the 
Prince was a long while before he would 
be reconciled to his Faithleſs Miſtreſs 3 
yet, at laſt, his good Nature prevail'd 
over his Reſentments, and upon her hum- 
ble ſubmiſſion, and acknowledging of her 
Error, he again received her into Favour. 
Some ſay, that amongſt thoſe Papers 
which the Prince found upon the Table, 
he had the good Fortune to tare in pie- 
ces the moſt Satyrical Piece againſt him- 
ſelf that any French Pen could write, 
whetted on withall the Malice and Scorn 
imaginable: Thoſe other Papers which 
he took away with him being indifferent 
things, he flung them into the Fire, 
Francelia's peace once again made with 
the Prince, ſhe ſoon got again the ſame 
alcendant over his Mind, as ſhe: had been 
Miſtreſs of before, and if it was poſſible 
ſhe Captivated him more than ever ; in- 
ſomuch, that at laſt, his whole delight 
was to walk a little, and then to ſpend 
the reſt of his time with her in her Apart- 
ment. It was there, that a little before he 
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felt il of his laſt fit of Sickncſs, co- 
ming} into her Chamber, and finding 
fault with ſome odd kind of ſmell, which 
did” offend him , ' ſhe treated him with 
ſome excellent Cordial, which the - faid, 
fhe had newly reccived from Spain or 
Taly, but the Prince did very much diſlike 
the taſte of it, and divers times found 
fault with it that night 53 however, he 
retired Indiſpos'd, and never held up his 
Head after that ; divers Perſons ſpent their 
fudgments upon it, as their Paſſions, or 
Intereſts did lead them; but the poor 
Prince fell into Fits of Convullions and 
Apoplexy, in which Fits having had 
ſome. Intervals, he recommended Fray. 
celia and Helanda to his Brothers Care ; 
thus expreſfing his Love towards her to 
the laſt day of his Life. 

So ſoon as the Prince was taken ill, 
ſhe made ſtrict Inquiries of his Phylici- 
ans, Whether there was any danger ? 
and when ſhe was advertis'd, that he was 
threatned with Death, ſhe began to pre- 
pare for a' Retreat : ſhe preſently put up 
all her Jewels, and all the Gold ſhe had, 
made away the- beſt part of her Goods z 
and all that ſhe could not conveniently 
fend away into France, ſhe put into 
truſty Hands here, after which, ſhe 
ay'd here fo long as ſhe could conveni- 
ently, 
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ently, to indeavour to get ſome Arears 
due to her, being very unwilling to leave 
any thing behind her, but what ſhe could 
not take along with her, It is reported, 
That fince her return to France, ſhe has 
had Addreſſes made by divers perlons 
but amongſt the reſt, ſhe fancy'd one of 
good Meen, who pretended to be moſt 
paſtionately in Love z but in the conclu- 
ſion, it proy?d to be more with her Gold, 
than with her Perſonz for underffand- 
ing how forward ſhe was at playing at 
Cards, he made himſelf of the ſame 
Humour, and brought with him, one af- 
ter another, three or four more nota- 


ble Gamſters, who play d as genteely , 


| loſt their Monies as unconcern?d at firſt, 
| and were as free and liberal to the Ser- 
| vants, as any perſons in the World could 
\ be; infomuch, that Francelia was very 
| well fatisfy'd with their agreeable Conver- 


ſation, and ſhe particularly expres'd to her 
pretended Lover, the Reſentments ſhe had
